Sir  : — In  reply  to  a  preamble  and  resolntion  of  the  Senate,  of  the  sixteenth  instant, 
of  whicli  the  following  is  a  copy,  to  wit : 

“  Whereas,  It  appears  by  the  annual  report  of  the  Auditor  General  upon  the  finances 
of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  that  the  expenditures  for  said  year,  for 
expenses  of  Government,  militia,  education,  miscellaneous,  &e.,  have  exceeded  the 
specific  appropriations  made  by  law  for  said  objects:  Jlnd  whereas^  It  was  provided 
by  the  Act,  approved  September  29th,  1843,  entitled  ‘^‘An  Act  to  provide  for  the  ordi¬ 
nary  expenses  of  Government,  and  for  other  purposes,”  that  no  money  shall  be  paid 
out"  of  the  State  Treasury,  other  than  is  therein  appropriated.  Therefore, 

Resolve  f  That  the  State  Treasurer  be  requested  to  inform  the  Senate  whether  any 
money  has  been  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  since  the  29th  September,  1843,  for 
expenses  of  Government,  education,  militia,  miscellaneous,  or  any  other  object,  when 
the  disbursements  have  exceeded  the  appropriation,  or  when  no  appropriation  has  been 
made  by  law.” 

I  have  the  honor  to  state,  that  the  payments  ’at  the  Treasury,  since  the  29th  Septem¬ 
ber,  1843,  tlm  day  on  \yhich  the  appropriation  bill  of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature 
was  approved,  and  became  a  law,  have  not,  in  any  case,  exceeded  the  appropriations 
therein  specified ;  and  that  I  have  not  any  knowledge  of  any  money  having  been  paid 
at  the  Treasury,  when  no  appropriation  had  been  made  by  law,  for  die  payment  thereof. 

I  have  considered  it  proper  to  give  a  statement  of  the  amounts  paid  at  the  Treasury, 
under  the  various  heads  specified  in  the  appropriation  bill  of  last  session,  from  the  time 
it  became  a  law,  up  to  the  hrst  day  of  February,  instant,  to  wit :

former  laws. 

The  school  warrants  for  the  school  year  ending  first  June  next,  I  am  informed,  were 
issued  under  former  law,  mostly  previous  to  the  29th  Sptember  last;  and  including  the 
whole  year,  will  exceed  the  amount  contained  in  the  appropriation  bill  of  last  session. 

There  were  several  items  unprovided  for  by  the  appropriation  bill  of  last  session, 
and  cannot  be  paid,  unless  appropriation  is  made  at  this  session — such  as  the  Orphans* 
Asylum  at  Pittsburg,  Orphans’  Asylum  at  Lancaster ;  the  amount  allowed  discharged 
convicts  under  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  23d  April,  1829,  and  14th  day  of  April,  1835, 
amounting  annually  to  about  six  hundred  dollars ;  the  interest  on  the  Penitentiary  loan 
being  six  thousand  dollars,  payable  semi-annually,  on  first  January  and  July  ;  and  also 
the  guarantee  of  interest  on  the  Pottsville  and  Danville  Railroad  company,  and  Bald 
Eagle  and  Spring  Creek  Navigation  company,  &c. 

The  Auditor  General’s  annual  report  exhibits  the  payments  made  at  the  Treasury 
for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  on  the  30th  November,  1843,  including  those  made  from  the 
30th  November,  1842,  up  to  the  29th  September,  1843,  under  former  laws,  as  well  as 
those  from  29th  September,  to  the  close  of  said  fiscal  year,  and  consequently  does  not 
correspond  with  the  sums  specificed  in  the  appropriation  bill  of  last  session ;  neither 
would  it  correspond  with  the  appropriations  made  in  any  one  year,  if  specific  appro¬ 
priations  were  made  annually,  (which  is  desirable,)  unless  the  appropriation  bills  were 
made  to  take  effect  at  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  whole  of  the  appro¬ 
priations  were  drawn  and  settled  up  during  the  year. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  the  annual  report  of  the  Auditor  General  exhibits  the  pay¬ 
ments  of  two  years,  for  the  same  object,  under  different  appropriatons.
